It retains no more sug­ 
gestion of its racial origin now than 
does “ogre.” which is really “Hun­ 
garian,” from a confusion of file Mag­ 
yars with the Hun*, and of both with 
the terrible Tartars.

C., April 7.— Last bulletin gave forecast of dis 
turbanee to eros* continent 4 to 8, warm wave 8 to 7, cool wave 6 to 
IO. 
Next disturbance will reach Pacific coast about 0, crO'S west of 
Rockies by close of IO, great central valleys l l to 13* eastern states 14 
Warm wave will cross west of Rockies country about 9, great central 
valleys l l , eastern states 13. 
Cool wave c?o*« west of Rockies about 
12, great central valleys 14, eastern states 16. 
This disturbance will 
come during a spell of warm and quiet weather and will contain no 
features that will be of unusual note. 
About the time it will be cross 
ing the continent crop weather will be fine and forward, farming gar 
dening and the fruit crops be in good condition, spring weather well 
advanced. 
But there comes a time later in the month when buoyant 
hopes will be chilled by w a terish blasts and cold rains. 
Along and 
north of parallel 40 backward crop weather may be expected last ten 
days of April and frosts in places. 
Next bulletin will give details of 
these and severe storms of April 18 to 2.5. 
About and immediately following April 7 unusually warm weather 
will generally prevail and within a few days precipitation increase. 
About April 7 to 14 one of the most severe disturbances of the month 
will be crossing the continent moving eastward and will be followed 
by a week of quiet weather, good for the growing crops, possibly 
causing a decline in prices. 


SCIENCE NOTES. 


The death of Prof. Langley took from us a leading scientist. 
His 
great effort was to determine whether the output of heat from the sun 
varies in cycles, or periods. 
He devoted many years to that work 
with small results. 
Our only independent weather observatory, ai Blue Hill near 
Boston, is making cloud records with a hope of improving short range 
weather forecasts. 
It is attached to Harvard. 
The ocean weather bureau is making long range weather forecasts 
a month in advance with fair success. 
It 
called the hydrographic 
department of the naval observatory. 
The Smithsonian Institution has a half million dollars annually 
to expend in the interest of science. 
T h e best weater work ever ac­ 
complished was by that institution abd the advance of meteorology 
stopped when congress transferred its records to tne weather bureau. 
Those records should be disinterred, brought to light and life and 
restored to the Smithsonian Institution. 
The Greek atom was the last division of matter, the modern atom 
was infinitely small and now the scientists have concluded that the 
atom divides into ions or particles of electricity. 
Reverse this and we 
would have all gross matter builded out of ions or electricity and that 
would be in complete accord with my theory of the universe of world 
building and the growth of animals and vegetables.

The ribs and stems of an umbrella are 
generally made In factories having a 
specialty of these Items nnd are scut 
thence to the real m anufacturer. Here 
first the man whose work it is to as 
seeable the parts Inserts a bit of wire 
into the small holes at the end of the 
ribs, draw s them together a Inuit the 
main rod nnd puts on the ferrule. 
In cutting the cloth seventy-five thick­ 
nesses or thereabouts are arranged up­ 
on a splitting table, at which skilled 
operators work, lu another room ure a 
number of girls who operute hemming 
machines. A thousand yards of hem­ 
med goods Is hut a day's work far one 
of these girls. The machines ut which 
they work are geared to a high speed. 
After hemming, the cloth Is cut Into 
triangular pieces with a knife, as be­ 
fore. but with a pattern laid upon the 
cloth. Tho next operation Is the sew­ 
ing of the triangular pieces together by 
machinery. 
The covers and the f r a m e s are now 
ready to be brought together. 
In all 
there are twenty-one places where the 
cover is to in* attached to the fra tm* in 
the average urn brei he 
The handle is next glued on. utid the 
umbrella is ready for pressing and in­ 
spection. 
My far the greater number 
of um brellas today are equipped with 
wooden handles. 
A large variety of 
m aterials may be used, however, such 
as horn, china, 
bone, agate, pearl, 
Ivory, silver and gold. Gold nnd silver, 
quite naturally, enter iuto the construc­ 
tion of tin* more expensive grades of 
umbrellas, some of which, in price, 
have been known to bring aw high us 
$150 or $200. A wooden handle may 
likewise be expensive, depending upon 
the quality of the wood used. Ebony, 
petrified wood, fir, oak and elder are 
as well known to the umbrella men, 
who m anufacture 15,000,000 umbrellas 
! a year. 
The umbrella has been developing 
rapidly d u rin g the last few years. 
We pick up even a cheap one nowa­ 
days, press a 
button ami the top 
spreads Itself like an eagle ready for 
Its flight. We are going away, nnd an 
ordinary umbrella is too long to put in 
our grip. We find among our assort­ 
m ent of um brellas and parasols one 
which is m eant for Just such an emer­ 
gency and which in a most accommo­ 
dating m anner folds up to suit the size 
of our traveling bag. 
Other new ones 
lock with a key. 
Home spread their

Stephen Collins Foster, the most poll­ 
uter of American song w riters and 


I composers, has laten called tin* Edgar 
Allan Toe of music. Like Foe, he was 
a genius. H e came of \ irglnia parent­ 
age, received a good education aud died 
I In 
New York Jan. RI, 1804, 
Iii the 
height of his fame, a penniless w ander­ 
er. He was born in Pittsburg July 4, 
J 1820. 
He learned easily, ara! after receiv- 
■ lug private lessons in music and draw - 
I lug taught 
him self to play 
on the 
flageolet, guitar aud banjo, lie also de­ 
voted several years to the voice aud 
' piano. Then he turned his attention to 
composing songs and dialect ballads 
and dialect songs. At the age of seven- 
I teen, while employed in Louisville, Ky„ 
lit* published the serenade “Open Thy 
L a ttic e . Ix>ve,” which w as instantly 
successful. Then foilow<**l “I neb* Ned, 
I “O Susannah,” which were sung by a 
m instrel troupe, aud Stephen Foster lu ­ 
cerne famous far and wide.” 
M arrying, in 1844, Jennie McDowell, 
he came to New York, where In rapid 
succession he supplied his publishers 
with 
s o n g s 
which became fam ous— 
“Old K entucky Home,” “ Massa’* In De 
Cold, Fold Ground,” “Old Dog Tray,” 
“Willie. We Have Missed You” and 
* Sweet Ellen Hayne." 
But the song 
th at Is best known in many lamia la 
“The Suwanee I liver,” for which ( 'bris­ 
tle's m instrels gave him at the begin­ 
ning $30. In addition lie received roy­ 
alties on its sale of over half a million 
copies and tile honor of knowing that 
eintneut singers like Jenny Lind sang 
It to applauding thousands. 
His last song, a negro melody, “Old 
Black J ot*.” is still a favorite. A fourth 
of his 130 songs were in negro dialect, 
among Which wen* “Nellie lily,” "Nell 
Was a I ady" and “Nan* y Tile.”

proi»erty. was put up for sale. found no 
purchaser aud w as turned into a gov­ 
ernm ent printing office. 
Duriug the 
dlrectolre there were gay doings in the 
fine old rooms, and the inervei'leuses 
and incroyables danced aud gambled 
from sunset to sunrise. 
The rooms 
were let to a syndicate who made u 
large fortune out of the speculation. 
Since then the palace has l**en occu­ 
pied by M urat. .Napoleon I.. 
Louis 
Bonaparte aud (jueeu Horteuse. Alex­ 
ander I. of Hutkiin and the Due de 
Berri. 
A fter Hie revolution of 1830 it 
rem ained unoccupied until Louis Na- 
Iadcon made it his residence while he 
was president of the republic. 
Nearly 
all the subsequent presidents of the 
present republic have added to it. The 
large glass aw ning seen from the F au ­ 
bourg, called by the scoffers “the mon­ 
key palace.” w as the work of Carnot. 
H is also is the large ballroom. 
The 
left wing was built by Louis Napoleon, 
aud Grevjr added a room overlooking 
the garden. 
None of the presidents 
seem to fancy its state liedroom, nor 
do they w rite at the Louis XVI. table, 
ornam ented w ith brass work chiseled 
by Gootttere. 
They have one and all 
preferred to furnish sm all rooms away 
from tile solemn stat*- apartm ents and 
use an ordinary desk such as we find 
in anv office.—Bostou Transcript.

Professor Adolph 
Gluck Is to tell the truth a year on 
waxer of $25,000. 
The agreem ent was 
rate cd Into with Rudolph Jones 
neighbor, and Professor Gluck’s prop 
erty will he staked as the Issue of his 
adherent lo the plain, skeletonised 
colorless truth 
Professor Gluck holds the decree of 
doctor of philosophy from the Colver 
slty of Lemberg, Galatia. 
As he ex 
presses It, he Is to demonstrate em 
plrically what he has long held to be 
rationally truse, namely, that long con 
tinued mendacity will in tlm« lead 
■Jan to a point of “sad satiety” where 
he will find It more pleasing to leave 
the trimmings of his conversation and 
reduce It to the scriptural “yea, yea 
and nay, nay." 
Professor Gluck will undertake not 
only to adhere to the truth during the 
year, but he will enter into an ascetic 
life which would have done credit to a 
middle age adept. 
In the event of Jones* refusal to sign 
the 
articles of agreement 
Professor 
Gluck made the following announce 
ment to the public: 
“I am willing to 
give a demonstration of the philosophy 
which I have been teaching for years, 
and I am willing to agree to live ac­ 
cording to this philosophy for one year 
on a wager of $25,000. 
I will agree 
during that time not to utter a single 
falsehood, to eat nothing but raw, un 
cooked foods, to fast thirty-six con 
tinuous hours every week and to fore 
go pleasures of every description. Any 
person making this wager with me 
may take any means he chooses of sat­ 
isfying that r keep my agreement, even 
to the extent of placing a watch over

Fayette Coal company. 200,000 tons; 
Charleroi Coal company, 200.000 tons; 
Pittsburg and Washington Coal com­ 
pany , 65,000 tons. 
These companies 
represent a total tonnage of nearly 
3,000,000 and employ 5,000 men. 
Dur­ 
ing the past week they had their mines 
Cosed and repaired, and work will be 
resumed at once.
